PRESIDENT  JOHN  C.  BAKER 
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"\  ^ODERN  MAN  has  come  to  disclaim  any  mystic 
-*-''■'•  powers  of  clairvoyance.  But  lie  also  has  learned  that 
patterns  of  the  future  can  be  computed  with  amazing 
accuracy  from  careful  examination  of  past  and  present 
trends. 

In  a  rapidly  growing  organization,  this  method  of 
scholarly  crystal  gazing  becomes  essential  in  avoiding  the 
costly  blunders  of  trial-and-error. 

With  this  in  mind,  an  84-member  committee  at  Ohio 
University '  worked  throughout  the  past  school  year  to 
produce  a  detailed  report  of  things  to  come.  This  summer 
it  submitted  its  projected  image  of  the  next  five  years  at 
Ohio  University.  , 

Some  of  the  committee's  predictions  and  recommend- 
ations: 

An  enrollment  of  11,200  by  1966,  completion  of  from 
eight  to  10  new  dormitories  in  the  next  five  years,  a  program 
of  student  selection  for  state  universities,  greater  use  of  large 
classes,  rapid  expansion  of  masters  and  doctoral  degree 
programs,  advanced  placement  programs  for  gifted  high 
school  graduates,  inore  financial  aid  for  students,  mush- 
rooming enrollments  in  branch  colleges,  accelerated  research 
programs  in  all  colleges  of  the  University,  and  full-time  use 
of  classrooms  and  laboratories. 

The  "Five- Year  University  Review"  is  the  third  of  its 
kind  carried  out  by  Ohio  University.  The  idea  was  intro- 
duced by  President  John  C.  Baker,  and  the  other  two 
reports,  in  1950  and  1955,  have  proved  to  be  unusually 
accurate  blueprints  for  University  operation. 

In  fact,  President  Baker  attributes  a  great  deal  of  the 
University's  "sound  and  orderly  growth  and  development" 
to  the  earlier  reviews. 

Directors  of  the  first  two  studies  were  Dr.  R.  L.  Morton 
in  1950  and  Professor  E.  H.  Galord  in  1955. 

Dr.  Frederick  H.  McKelvey,  former  assistant  to  the 
president,  directed  the  latest  review.  Dr.  McKelvey  left 
the  University  this  July  to  accept  a  position  as  executive 
officer  of  a  governing  board  contiolling  four  state  univer- 
sities in  Illinois. 

The  review  committee  included  members  of  the  faculty 
and  administration,  representative  of  every  college  and 
division  and  of  nearly  all  departments  and  administrative 
segments  of  the  university. 

The  general  plan  for  this  self-study  was  proposed  by  a 
committee  which  included  C.  Don  McVay,  trustee  of  Ohio 
U.;  Dr.  Carl  Denbow,  chairman  of  the  Faculty  Advisory 
Council;  Dr.  McKelvey;  President  Baker;  and  Mrs.  Mar-' 
tha  Cleveland,  then  executive  assisteint  in  the  office  of  the 
president.  An  over-all  committee  of  26  members  reviewed 
and  amended  the  proposal  and  subsequently  heard  the  re- 
ports of  nine  area  committees  which  conducted  the  study. 

Thus  organized,  all  divisions  of  the  university  were 
able  to  review  the  developments  of  the  past  five  years,  to 
consider  the  present  status  of  the  university,  and  to  present 
conclusions  and  recommendations  for  advancing  the  uni- 
versity's effectiveness  in  the  future. 

Work  of  the  committees  was  aided  by  numerous  studies 


and  reports,  prepared,  in  some  cases  routinely  and  in  other 
cases  in  anticipation  of  emerging  needs,  by  faculty  and 
administrative  personnel. 

Categories  of  the  study  were  ( 1 )  organization  and  oper- 
ation, (2)  growth,  (3)  curriculum,  (4)  branches,  (5)  grad- 
uate and  research  programs,  (6)  staff,  (7,)  building,  (8) 
finances,  and  publications. 

In  some  instances  the  plans  and  recommendations  will 
prove  to  be  overly  optimistic.  Most  obvious  example  is  in 
capital  improvements  where  a  lack  of  appropriations  for  the 
coming  biennium  already  has  placed  the  1961-62  proposals 
in  a  legislative  garrote. 

Nevertheless,  the  work  of  the  review  gives  promise  for 
future  years,  providing,  as  President  Baker  e.xplained,  an 
"assessment  of  accomplishment  to  the  present  time  and  a 
forward  look  in  terms  of  carefully  considered  educational 
objectives." 

Most  significant  of  changes  in  the  past  five  years,  the 
review  committee  decided,  has  been  the  completion  of  a 
revised  organizational  plan  for  the  university,  grouping  ail 
academic  activities  under  the  eight  academic  deans,  and  all 
administrative  activities  under  five  administrative  heads. 
Numerous  organizational  changes  within  the  colleges  and 
divisions  of  the  university  further  reflect  growth  in  size  and 
scope. 

Quotations  from  the  five  year  review,  presented  on  the 
following  pages  of  this  special  alumni  ref>ort,  provide  a  cap- 
suled review  of  the  review.

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A   New   Nation   Speaks   Out 


Nigeria's  ambassador  to  the  United  States 
keynotes  OU's  Conference  on  World  Affairs

TJARRYING  leading  questions  with  diplomatic 

agility,  but  thrusting  sharply  on  occasion,  the 
distinguished  visitor  from  Africa  scored  a  hearty 
touche  on  his  appreciative  Ohio  University  sum- 
mer audience. 

Nigerian  Ambassador  to  the  U.  S.  Julius 
Momo  Udochi  made  it  clear  that  his  country 
wants  to  develop  its  own  system  of  government 
without  pressure  from  East  or  West.  But  he  also 
was  emphatic  in  asserting  that  there  is  no  Com- 
mimist  threat  in  Africa  at  the  present  time. 

"Communism  runs  contrary  to  the  deep 
traditions  of  the  African  people,  and  any  influence 
from  Moscow  is  a  long  way  off,"  he  told  a 
capacity    crowd    in    Ewing   Auditorium. 

The  occasion  was  Ohio  University's  fourth 
annual  \Vorld  Affairs  Conference  August  7.  As 
principal  speaker.  Ambassador  Udochi  reflected 
the  good  humor,  serious  purpose,  and  deep  dedica- 
tion that  exemplifies  the  leadership  of  the  new 
independent  nation  (Nigeria  gained  its  independ- 
ence from  Great  Britain  last  year) .  An  imposing 
figure  in  the  flowing  robes  of  his  country,  the 
ambassador  addressed  students,  facidty  and  guests, 
then  faced  the  analytical  eyes  of  newsmen  and 
television  cameras.  In  each  instance  he  gained  new 
respect  for  his  emerging  nation. 

"African  nations  today  want  to  join  neither 
of  the  two  major  political  factions  but  to  stand 
always  on  the  side  of  what  they  believe  to  be  the 
truth   in  any  specific  controversy,"  he  said. 

Later  Ambassador  Udochi  joined  Ellis  O. 
Jones  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  State,  Dean 
F.  N.  Hamblin  of  the  OU  College  of  Education, 
and  Gifford  B.  Doxsee  of  the  History  Department 
in  a  roimd  table  discussion  on  Africa's  position  in 
the  world  today.  Professor  Doxsee  was  chairman 
of   the   Conference. 

Among  the  guests  at  the  Conference  were 
Ohio  Governor  Michael  V.  DiSalle,  Highway 
Safety  Director  Grant  Keys  (an  OU  graduate), 
and  State  Finance  Director  James  Maloon.

Enjoys  the   unique   sensation   of  gathering  himself  up     j 
after    being    run    over    by    a    290-pound    giant    while    the     ' 
laughter    and    cheers    of    60,000    fans    register    unanimous 
approval   of  his  painful   predicament; 

Attempts  to  remain  anonymous  while  working  in  front 
of  national  television  cameras; 

Studies  detailed  rule  books  with  the  intensity  of  a 
Ph.D.  candidate  preparing  for  his  final  examination,  only 
to  be  considered  wrong  by  thousands  of  casual  observers  each 
time  he  makes  a  decision; 

Becomes  a  Sphinx  when  confronted  by  a  writer. 

Among  the  44  National  Football  League  officials  to 
whom  these  descriptions  apply  is  an  easy-going,  likeable 
alumnus  of  Ohio  University  who  would  prefer  to  be 
recognized  only  as  "Number  21",  but  cannot  hide  the  fact 
that  he  is  really  Fred  Swearingen,  owner  of  an  Athens 
sporting  goods  store. 

Fred  and  his  fellow  officials  have  good  reason  to  prefer 
a  certain  degree  of  anonymity.  It  is  one  of  the  prime 
essentials  of  their  trade. 

Well  aware  of  the  danger  that  could  come  from  any 
scandal,   the   league  is  chary  of  its  reputation  for  honesty.  ( 
A  major  precaution  is  preventing  any  situation  that  could" 
lead     players,     coaches     or     fans     to     suspect     prejudiced 
officiating.  , 

Although  he  works  about  17  games  a  season,  Fred,  now 
in  his  second  year  with  the  NFL,  is  given  each  assignment 
only  10  days  in  advance.  Until  that  time  he  has  no  idea 
whether  he  will  be  going  to  San  Francisco,  New  York, 
Dallas,  or  one  of  the  other  cities  where  a  NFL  team  might 
play.  Neither  does  he  know  who  the  other  four  members 
of  his  officiating  crew  will  be. 

When  he  arrives  at  his  destination,  usually  on  Saturday 
night,  he  goes  directly  to  his  hotel,  where  he  remains  in 
relative  solitude  until  the  game  on  Sunday.  After  the 
game  he  goes  directly  from  locker  room  to  airport  for  the 
return  trip  home. 

Friendly  chats  with  coaches,  players  or  even  fans  are 
taboo.  Even  when  he  passes  a  friend  such  as  Vince  Costello, 
OU  graduate  playing  line-backer  for  the  Cleveland  Browns, 
there   is   little,    if   any   greeting. 

Newspaper  reporters,  knowing  and  respecting  this  code 
of  ethics,  stay  away  from  the  dressing  rooms  of  officials. 
If  any  statement  on  a  particular  ruling  or  play  is  wanted, 
it  is  granted  through  formal  channels. 

On  the  plane,  Fred  reads  the  NFL  football  rule  book 
of  more  than  100  pages,  sleeps,  or  browses  through  maga- 
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zines.  If  he  engages  in  conversation  with  a  fellow  passenger, 
he   never  reveals   the   purpose  of  his  flight. 

Back  home  he  avoids  making  comparisons  of  teams 
or  giving  opinions  of  players  and  coaches,  even  when  among 
his  closest  friends.  Any  writer  asking  him  who  he  believes 
will  win  the  league  title  receives  a  polite  smile,  but  nothing 
more.  Even  his  wife,  Freda,  and  their  children  (Jane,  1 1 ; 
Jimmy,   7)    get  veiy  little  information  about  teams. 

On  the  subject  of  professional  football  in  general,  how- 
ever, the  foiTner  OU  student  and  his  fellow  officials  brighten 
up,  and  even  open  up. 

"I  never  cease  to  be  amazed  by  the  size  and  maneuver- 
ability of  these  pro  players,"  Fred  e.xplains.  "You  just  can't 
believe  that  290-pound,  six-foot-seven  men  could  move  like 
they  can.  And  when  a  quarter-back  faces  four  of  these 
men  stretched  upward,  arms  extended  to  prevent  a  pass, 
it  is  like  facing  an  infuriated  Kodiak  bear." 

No  False  Hustle 

Do  pro  teams  lack  the  hustle  of  college  and  high 
school  players? 

"Not  on  your  life,"  Fred  replies,  without  hesitation.  "They 
have  learned  to  eliminate  such  false  hustle  as  skidding  help- 
lessly after  a  man  who  has  already  crossed  the  goal  line. 
As  professionals,  they  have  learned  through  experience  to 
minimize  wasted  motion  in  order  to  have  maximum  energy 
when  they  need  it.  But  they  are  putting  out  100  percent.  You 
tan  bet  on  that." 

As  for  hustle,  however,  no  player  on  the  field  can 
match  an  official  in  Fred's  position.  As  field  judge,  his 
permanent  assignment  so  far,  he  runs  farther  during  a 
game  than  any  player. 

Stationed  deep  (15-20  yards)  behind  the  defensive 
team,  he  is  responsible  for  long  passes,  long  runs,  punts  and 
"runbacks.  He  must  run  along  side  the  most  deeply  penetrat- 
ing possible  pass  receiver,  even  if  the  man  turns  out  to  be 
a  decoy.  In  a  professional  game,  where  50  to  65  passes  are 
thrown,   this  can  become  quite  a  chore. 

And  when  a  10-second  back  dashes  60  yards  to  snare 
a  touchdown  pass,  he  goes  to  the  bench  for  a  rest.  The 
field  judge,  who  raced  along  with  him,  picks  up  the  ball 
after  the  extra  point  and  gallops  —  not  walks  —  along  the 
sidelines  and  then  to  the  center  of  the  field  to  put  the 
ball  into  play. 

All  of  which  helps  keep  Fred  Swearingen  at  the  same 
1 70  pounds  that  he  weighed  when  he  was  piloting  a  Hell 
Diver  in   the  South   Pacific  during  World  War  II. 

The  tour  of  service  with  the  Navy  Air  Force,  from 
1942  until  1945  followed  his  graduation  (B.  S.  in  physical 
education)  from  OU.  As  an  undergraduate,  he  had  become 
interested  in  officiating  in  "the  famous  Jack  Rhoads  class." 

In  1945  he  began  a  dual  career  of  sports  official  and 
high  school  coach.  After  coaching  at  The  Plains  and  at 
.Athens  High  School,  he  bought  the  Court  Street  store  now 
known  as  "Swearingen  Sporting  Goods,   Inc." 

As  an  official  in  basketball  and  football,  he  became 
known  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  state.  He  handled  the  state 
basketball   finals  and  other  top  tournaments,  and  in    1953 


became  a  basketball  and  football  official  for  the  Mid-Ameri- 
can Conference. 

After  applying  for  a  contract  with  the  NFL,  Fred  was 
assigned  to  a  1959  game  in  Philadelphia,  where  league 
e.xecutives  watched  him  work.  The  next  year  he  received  the 
coveted  job. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  season  Fred  and  the  other 
officials,  among  them  insurance  men,  sheriffs,  industrial 
executives  and  businessmen,  gather  for  a  three-day  meeting 
in  Chicago.  There  they  discuss  rules,  procedures  and  equit- 
able rulings  (how  to  handle  situations  not  covered  by 
foi-mal  rules,  such  as  a  fan  tackling  an  intended  pass  re- 
ceiver) . 

Being  a  field  judge,  Fred,  whose  permanent  number  is 
"21",  has  to  make  some  of  the  most  controversial  calls  in 
the  game. 

"The  nightmare  of  all  is  the  pass-interference  call," 
he  says  with  feeling.  "The  defensive  man,  not  knowing 
whether  the  opponent  coming  at  him  is  a  receiver  or  a 
blocker,  is  permitted  to  knock  him  out  of  the  play.  However, 
if  the  offensive  man  is  to  catch  the  pass,  he  cannot  block 
the  defensive  man  or  it  will  be  offensive  interference.  If  it 
turns  out  to  be  a  running  play,  there  is  no  interference. 
Then,  of  course,  after  a  pass  is  thrown,  the  defensive  man 
no  longer  has  the  right  to  take  him  out,  until  someone  has 
touched  the  ball." 

Simple  —  if  you  see  it  from  the  stands  and  are  only 
concerned   with    the   welfare   of  one   team. 

Has  Fred,  one  of  the  youngest  officials  in  the  league,

'"pVVO  MAJOR  changes  occurred  in 

the    intercollegiate    athletic    setup 

at  Ohio  University  during  the  summer. 

The  first  of  these  came  with  the 
resignation  of  Carroll  C.  Widdoes  as 
athletic  director  July  8.  The  unexpected 
announcement  ended  13  years  of  serv- 
ice as  head  football  coach  and  athletic 
director  for  the  soft-spoken,  genial 
"Wid".  He  announced  that  he  will  stay 
on  at  the  University  as  associate  pro- 
fessor of  physical  education. 

Less  than  two  weeks  later,  on  July 
21,  the  office  of  President  John  C. 
Baker  announced  that  Brandon  T. 
Grover  would  take  over  Widdoes' 
duties  with  assistance  from  Robert  M. 
Wren. 

Grover,  however,  was  to  retain  his 
title  as  assistant  to  the  president  but 
iiis  duties  in  this  office  were  to  be  cur- 
tailed considerably.  The  new  athletic 
director  is  certainly  not  new  to  most 
alumni  of  the  past  40  years. 

Freshman  Coach  Wagner 


Since  1920,  a  year  after  he  was 
graduated  from  Ohio  University,  Grov- 
er has  been  employed  at  his  alma  mater. 
A  native  of  Middleport,  Ohio,  the  63- 
year-old  administrator  has  spent  18 
years  with  the  athletic  department  and 
the  past  23  in  other  administrative 
roles. 

His  first  job  was  as  graduate  man- 
ager of  athletics  and  an  assistant  coach. 
But,  in  1923,  Grover  was  named  head 
basketball  coach  and  from  that  time 
through  the  1938  season  his  teams  won 
174  games  and  lost  113  for  a  .606  per- 
centage. During  this  time  Grover  also 
served   as   end   coach   for   Don   Peden. 

"Butch",  as  most  of  his  fiiends  know 
him,  left  the  athletic  department  in 
1938  to  become  director  of  public  rela- 
tions for  Ohio  U.  In  1943,  he  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  to  the  president,  a  job 
he  still  holds. 

As  assistant  athletic  director.  Bob 
Wren  gains  deserved  recognition  for  his 
fine  work  as  coach  of  the  baseball  team 
at  Ohio  U.  since  1949  plus  two  years 
as  assistant  to  the  dean  of  men.  The 
40-year-old  Ohio  U.  graduate  of  1943 
will  retain  his  duties  as  varsity  baseball 
coach. 

Since  returning  to  his  alma  mater 
after  five  years  of  professional  base- 
ball experience  with  the  old  Toledo 
Mudhens  of  the  American  Association. 
Wren  has  also  been  an  assistant  football 
and  basketball  coach  and  while  per- 
forming all  these  tasks  also  served  from 
1954-1956  in  the  Dean  of  Men's  office. 

Major  College  Status 

The  second  major  change  occurred 
when  it  was  announced  from  Chicago 
early  in  August  that  Ohio  University, 
along  with  Bowling  Green  and  Miami 
of  the  Mid-American  Conference,  had 
been  elevted  to  "major  college"  status 


in  football.  The  announcement  climax- 
ed several  years  of  hard  work  on  the 
part  of  Conference  Commissioner 
David  Reese  and  others  to  attain 
"major"   status  for  the  conference. 

This  was  not  done  completely,  but 
naming  the  three  schools  opens  the  door 
for  the  others  to  follow  suit  within  a 
year  or  two. 

The  classification  committee  of  the 
Football  Writers  Association  of  Amer- 
ica, the  group  designated  by  the  Na- 
tional Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
to  perform  the  duty  of  the  selection  of 
teams  as  "major"  or  "small"  college  in 
football,  rules  that  a  team  must  play 
at  least  half  of  its  games  against  other 
teams  classified  as  "major".  Since  this 
has  been  impossible  in  the  past  for  Mid- 
American teams,  which  had  to  play 
over  half  of  their  games  against  other 
conference  opponents,  the  committee 
designated  that  over  half  of  all  the 
outside  opponents  played  by  the  con- 
ference schools  as  a  whole  must  be 
"major".  Under  the  new  setup  the 
conference  should  be  major  by  1963. 

The  Mid-American  Conference  has 
been  considered  "major"  in  basketball 
and  baseball  for  some  time. 

Even  with  these  developments,  Ohio 
U.  football  fortunes  in  1961  will  be 
hard  pressed  to  equal  those  of  1960. 
Then  the  Bobcats  were  acclaimed  na- 
tional "college  division"  champions, 
Mid-American  Conference  champions, 
and  Coach  Bill  Hess  was  named  Ohio 
College  Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  10-0  record  was  the  all-time  best 
in  65  years  of  football  at  Ohio  U.  Six 
of  the  squad  were  named  to  the  all- 
conference  first  team,  three  played  in 
post-season  all-star  games  and  eight  had 
professional  tiyouts  this  year.  Fifteen 
lettermen  are  gone  and  20  returning 
from  that  all-time  best  team. 

One  of  last  year's  honors  is  definitely 
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out  of  reach — the  "college  division'' 
championship.  Reason  for  that  has  been 
explained  above.  The  new  "major" 
classification,  however,  is  a  hard-won 
honor  and  will  add  much  prestige  to 
future  football  at  Ohio  U. 

What  then  can  be  expected  from  the 
66th  football  season  at  Ohio  U.,  the 
first  as  a  "major"  football  team? 

Coach  Hess  states,  "We  have  the 
personnel  retiuning  to  have  another 
fine  year.  Our  greatest  handicap,  how- 
ever, is  halfback  speed.  We  lost  five 
of  our  lettermen  at  this  position  and 
they  were  a  great  influence  on  the 
record  we  had  in  1960.  This  year  will 
see  more  power  at  the  position,  but 
less  speed. 

"Our  overall  team  speed  and  size 
should  be  good.  I  think  the  Mid-Amer- 
ican Conference  will  be  better  balanced 
than  it  ever  has  been  and  it  should  be 
an  interesting  race  all  the  way." 

Key  personnel  of  the  1961  Bobcats, 
as  pointed  out  by  Hess,  are  the  three 
tri-captains.  Tackle  Ted  Stute  (only 
all-conference  first  team  perfonner  re- 
turning) ,  Halfback  Otis  Wagner  and 
Fullback  Allen  Miller,  plus  Quarter- 
back Roger  Merb. 

"The  halfback  situation  and  our 
young  sophomore  line  depth  will  be 
keys  to  how  well  we  do  this  year,"  Hess 
added.  "Determining  factors  in  the 
success  of  this  football  team  will  be  the 
attitude,  condition  and  lack  of  injury 
of  the  players." 

New  Freshman  Coach 

A  change  has  also  been  made  in  the 
freshman  coaching  ranks  for  this  fall. 
Dave  "Bucky"  Wagner,  all-conference 
quarterback  last  year,  will  be  head 
freshman  coach  while  working  towards 
a  master's  degree.  He  replaces  Stan 
Huntsman  who  will  devote  full  time  to 
coaching  the  varsity  cross  country  and 
track  teams. 

The  new  Bobkitten  boss  will  have  a 
staff  of  graduate  assistants,  three  of 
whom,  George  Belu,  John  Dickason 
and  Gerry  Zawacki,  were  teammates 
last  year. 

Wagner  calls  East  Sparta,  Ohio, 
home  and  played  his  high  school  foot- 
ball at  Sandy  Valley  High  School.  He 
will  also  coach  the  Bobkitten  baseball 
team  in  the  spring.

and 

Portable   Friend 

A  ROOKIE  seeing  action  for  the  first  time  in  last  year's  football  season  at 
Ohio  University  earned  its  spurs  and  will  be  an  important  member  of 
the   1961   and  future  Bobcat  teams. 

The  newcomer  was  instmmental  in  the  success  of  the  1960  Ohio  U.  team 
which  emerged  from  a  10-0  season  as  national  "small  college"  and  Mid-American 
Conference  champion  and  brought  for  Coach  Bill  Hess  Ohio  College  Coach  of 
the  year  laurels. 

This  "rookie"  weighs  only  45  pounds  but  is  important  as  any  member  of 
the  team,  including  a  260-pound  tackle.  Sometimes  it  sees  action  only  once 
during  a  game,  but  this  often  means  the  difference  between  winning  or  losing. 

The  new  vital  cog  in  the  football  machine  of  Bill  Hess  is  a  portable  X-Ray 
unit.  It  was  "recruited"  by  the  University  from  a  retired  physician  in  a  small 
Athens  County  community-  Its  own  coach  directs  its  every  move.  He  is  Charles 
Fulks,  local  medical  technician  and  member  of  the  Ohio  University  medical 
staff. 

The  unit  was  on  the  sideline  in  the  1960  opener  at  the  University  of 
Dayton.  Tackle  Mike  Kielkovicz  had  his  hand  stepped  on  in  the  second  quarter. 
The  imit  went  to  work  through  the  direction  of  Fulks.  By  the  end  of  the  half- 
time  intermission,  a  picture  had  been  taken  of  the  injured  hand  and  the  X-Ray 
film  developed  in  a  darkened  area  under  the  stadium.  There  was  no  evidence 
of  a  fracture. 

The  injured  hand  was  taped  and  protected  from  further  injury  by  Trainer 
Al  Hart  and  Kielkovicz  returned  to  action  in  the  second  half.  "Without  this 
X-Ray  unit  we  would  not  have  taken  the  chance  of  the  boy  returning  to 
action,"  said  Hart. 

Another  time.  Quarterback  Roger  Merb's  ankle  was  injured.  The  residting 
X-Ray  with  the  boy's  father  looking  on  proved  reassuring  to  the  parent  when 
it  came  out  "negative." 

From  now  on,  the  portable  imit  will  be  a  part  of  the  team  at  home  and 
on  the  road.  Fulks  will  be  at  its  side  always. 

Last  spring  a  regular  hospital-type  unit  was  also  acquired  by  the  athletic 
department  from  the  University  Health  Center  which  obtained  a  new  one.  "It  is 
a  very  fine,  up-to-date  X-Ray  unit,"  Fulks  assured.  It  has  a  permanent  home  in 
a  small  room  across  from  the  physical  therapy  room  in  the  Brandon  T.  Grover 
Physical  Education  Center. 

A  few  steps  down  the  hall  is  a  small  room  which  has  been  converted  into 
a  darkroom  for  Fulks'   use  when  the  peraianent  X-Ray  machine  is  used. 

Ohio  University  officials  believe  few  other  schools  have  equipment  like  the 
two  X-Ray  machines  at  their  immediate  disposal.
